The obvious double patenting rejection has been overcome with the filing of a proper 
terminal disclaimer. 


Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not deemed to be 
persuasive. The applicants arguments are directed to claims that are not entered. 

With respect to the anticipation rejection of claims 40-42, 44, 45, 49 over US 5,445,629, 
Applicant's argues that the reference is lacking in a container for initially storing methylene blue. 
However, the container for methylene blue in the patent is shown in Fig. 1 as (22). This hose is a 
storage container made out of the required non-PVC plastic material and has a port (18) to 
connect to the container for blood or blood components. A portion of the methylene blue may be 
added to the blood or blood components by use of the port and the mixture is formed in the 
second container that initially house the blood or blood components. 

Therefore, applicant's arguments are without merit and the rejection is deemed proper 
and it is adhered to.
